Over 30 years ago the Quaker Oats 
company introduced the Cap'n of 
all cereals Cap’n Crunch. With 
“corn for crunch and oats for 
punch” and “two kinds of sugar” 
the actual cereal has remained 
unchanged. What has changed in 
30 years is the use of characters to 
promote the king of the sugared 
cereals, and the premiums offered 
to entice youngsters and adults 
alike to start the morning with the 
Cap’n. 


Cap'n Crunch has created one of 
the greatest challenges in collecting 
with a 30 year stream of premiums 
and, if you are a real glutton for 
punishment, the corresponding 
boxes. With the Quaker Oats 
Company changing the offers at 
least quarterly, and often times in 
several varieties of the same premi- 
um, there are nearly hundreds ot 
premiums to acquire. Then, once 
you get a nice collection going you

are shocked to find out 
that there are Canadian 
variations of the same 
premiums offered in the 
United States, and the 
ever-elusive in-house 
items which are only 
available to Quaker 
employees and. cus- 
tomers.

with the Cap’n embossed 
right on them! 


The Golden Age of Cap'n 
Crunch began in 1964 
and ended in the early 
1980's when the Jay 
Ward studios’ involve- 
ment with the creation of animated 
commercials ceased. The early 
years of Cap’n Crunch featured 
incredibly original animated com- 
mercials produced by the Jay Ward 
studios and premiums which were 
just incredible. Early premiums 
included the Cap’n Crunch fan 
club membership kit, hand pup- 
pets, iron-ons, pinback buttons, 
magnets, children’s T-shirts and, in 
my opinion the Grail of Cap'n 
Crunch collecting, the $.$. Guppy 
model kit. This elaborate replica of 
the Cap’n’s good ship was manu- 
tactured by AMF and offered in 
1969. Legend has it that people 
have found mint-in-the-mailer $.S. 
Guppy model ships at toy shows. I 
wish I could have been there! 


Alas, in 1995 the collectibility of the 
Cap'n is fading for purists like 
myself. With the issuance of pink 
slips by Quaker to all of the Jay 
Ward characters including even 


Smedley and the Crunch Berry 
Beast, the Cap'n has been reduced 
to an old sailor who must rely on 
stories of the glory of his past and 
crew in order to convince people 
of his qualification as a Cap'n. To 
think that a ten-year-old is not 
aware that the Crunch Berry Beast 
even existed is a travesty. 
Hopefully someday soon the 
Quaker people will recognize the 
nostalgic value in these GREAT 
characters and reinstate them in 
their appropriate positions aboard 
the S.S. Guppy with their captain, 
Cap’n Crunch!

The Force was with Kellogg’s when 
they created C3PO’S cereal in 1984, 
based on a character from the 
smash-hit movie Star Wars (as if you 
didn’t know). Of course this wasn’t 
the first time Star Wars graced the 
front of a cereal box. In 1978, 
General Mills released some great 
Star Wars premiums with Cheerios,

Cocoa Puffs, Lucky Charms, Trix and 
the “Monster” cereals. Some of these 
cool in-pack and mail-away premi- 
ums were card and sticker sets, mini- 
posters, vehicle punch-outs (my per- 
sonal favorite), tumblers and even a 
kite. 


Since General Mills had great su 
with putting Star Wars on their ce: 
al boxes, why didn’t Star Wars get its 
own cereal line sooner? The reason 

was that George Lucas didn’t like the 


idea of Star Wars being associated 
with the sugar sweet cereals (never 
mind the violence!) and refused to 
let his idea become a cereal. Lucky 
for Star Wars and cereal fans, Lucas 
turned to the dark side and settled 
on a cereal with less sugar. 


Kellogg's based the Star Wars cereal 
after everyone's favorite pessimistic 
android, C-3PO. They developed a 
very attractive box with Threepio 
shoving a big bow! of cereal right in 
your face. Plus Kellogg’s printed a 
cut-out mask of a Star Wars character 
on the back. There were a total of six 
masks to collect: Darth Vader, Yoda, 
Chewbacca, Luke, Stormtrooper, and 
of course C-3PO. A kid couldn't ask 
for much more, except for maybe a 
better taste (but hey, it was a Star 
Wars cereal so it didn’t matter!).

Until then, the kids 
will be playing with 
their cereal boxes in 
the same way that we 
did when we were 
kids: cutting out the 
cards, masks and por- 
traits of their favorite 
cereal heroes. In the 
past decade the cereal 
box itself is becoming 
more exciting! The 
following article is a 
survey of some of 
those boxes and what 


it might mean for the glowing 
future. Count Chocula on the back 
of COUNT CHOCULA 


As collectors of cereal boxes, in-pack cereal in 1991. 
toys and cereal premiums, most of 
us are looking for the objects of our 
youth. As a speculator in the hobby 
of contemporary cereal box collect- 
ing, it is necessary to know what the 
kids today are experiencing, the 
increased levels of stimulation neces- 
sary to get their attention and what 
kind of box they will be most senti- 
mental about in the future. 


The first box to be 
shrink-wrapped was 
CRISPY CRITTERS in 
1988. The box had a 
little golden book of 
Crispy sealed in the box. This 
ushered in a flood of shrink- 
wrapped boxes. FRUITY PEBBLES 
featured wall calendars and posters. 
TEENAGE MUTANT NINJA 
TURILES featured a plastic cup 
and a cereal bowl. BILL AND 
TED’S EXCELLENT CEREAL 
had a cassette box on the 
front. The most famous 
shrink wrapped boxes are 
the ADDAMS FAMILY 
flashlights and the BAT- 
MAN plastic bank, 
which brought spec- 
ulators into the 
hobby from all 

over! Most recently 
ALPHA BITS shrank a 
Sesame Street magazine to the 
box and WHEATIES put a Sports 
Illustrated issue on the back, 


In early 1987 Ralston put holograms 
on the front of GHOSTBUSTERS 
cereal, combining the glitter of tech- 
nology with product packaging. It 
was a hit! In the two years that fol- 
lowed, Ralston put holograms on 
FREAKIES, REAL GHOSTBUSTERS, 
TEENAGE MUTANT NINJA TUR- 
TLES, COOKIE CRISP and DINER- 
SAURS. Kellogg’s put holograms on 
the front of FRUIT LOOPS and 
FROSTED FLAKES while offering a 
mail-in hologram book featuring all 
of the holograms from the cereal 
boxes. 


In the late 80's Post began putting 
boxes on top of their PEBBLES boxes 
which contained figures of Fred and 
Barney. At the same time they put 
stuffed Sugar Bears on the tops of 
GOLDEN CRISP CAP’N CRUNCH 
CHRISTMAS CRUNCH put gum 
and stickers in a surprise box atop 
the 1990 box. CAP’N CRUNCH also 
boxed a Halloween kit in 1991. Life 
Cereal had a “Where's Waldo” detec- 
tive kit in 1992 boxed with trading 
cards. Kelloge’s is currently offering 
marshmallows atop RICE KRISPIES 
and COCOA KRISPIES, a promotion 
they ran earlier in 1988. 


General Mills pre- 
miered the gim- 
J mick of gluing 3- 
D flickers to the 
front of boxes with 
COUNT CHOCULA 
and FRANKENBER- 
RY boxes in 1990. The 
following year they put 
shrink-wrapped flicker 
ornaments on the front 
Yj of HOLIDAY LUCKY 
CHARMS. Shrink-wrap- 
ping the flicker boxes was 
the solution to rampant inci- 
dents of kids tearing the eyes off the 
front of the cereal boxes. In 1994 GM 
put “hypno-eyes” on the front of 
TRIX boxes in the United 
States and Canada, 
Shrink-wrapped, 
of course. 


Ralston put a flap 
on the back of 
MORNING FUN- 
NIES cereal in 1988 
which opened to more 
comics. In 1993 GM had 
a similar flap on 
WHEATIES with a “Shoot 
Hoops with Michael 
Jordan” game, which folded 
down on the back of the box. 
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Cut-out backs, masks and cards have 
been common throughout the histo- 
ry of cereal boxes, getting people in 
the habit of cutting up boxes for 
coupons or the Betty Crocker label. 
CORN FLAKES had Captain Power 
masks in 1987, RICE KRISPIES 
offered Chipmunk masks in 1988. 
CORN FLAKES offered Duck Tales 
masks in 1990. Even FROST- 

ED FLAKES 


_ TV 


offered 
a mask of Tony the 
Tiger in 1989. Postcards were offered 
for Disney's Tail Spin on CINNA- 
MON MINI BUNS in 1993 and for 
Goot Troop on RATSIN BRAN in 
1994. The weirdest cut-out box might 
be the RICE KRISPIES “bird feeder” 
in 1988, which was simply cutting 
the back of the box off, filling it with 
bird seed and hanging it from a tree! 
Possibly the greatest cut-out box of 
the past decade is the CAP’N 
CRUNCH “dinosaur spoon” in 1989, 
which was an in-pack dinosaur head 
spoon which attached to a cut out 
dinosaur body from the back of the 
box. Brutally detailed, the cut-out 
was difficult to construct even with 
an x-acto blade, but stood up beauti- 
fully when finished! 


Only TRIX has ever die-cut a cereal 
box. In 1988 GM did a limited test 
market box which enabled the con- 
sumer to see the new bright colors of 
TRIX right through the box! This 
seems like an incredibly underused 


gimmick, especially with “fun” cere- 
als like MARSHMALLOW ALPHA 
BITS and CAP’N CRUNCH’S 
HOMERUN CRUNCH. 


Photo-boxes, featur- 
ing celebrities and 
rock stars, could be 
a lot more preva- 
lent than they 
are! In 1988 
FROSTED MINI 
WHEATS had 
Marilyn 
Monroe on 
the front with 
Weismuller, 
WC. Fields 
and others 
on the 
back! Rock Jas 
stars have Jaa’ 
been on : 
HONEY 
COMB and CIN- 
NAMON MINI BUNS. 
Television cast photos covered 

Kellogg's cereals in 1993. In 1992, 

HONEY NUT CHEERIOS featured 
photos of TV’s Beverly Hills 90210 
Photos from Star Trek the Next 
Generation were on CHEERIOS in 
1987, Sports heroes’ photos have 
appeared on cereals for years! 
WHEATIES is the best known for 
picturing Michael Jordan. CORN 
FLAKES has had Nolan Ryan in 
1993, race car drivers and the Dream 
Team in 1992, FROSTED MINI 
WHEATS had Larry Bird, John 
Stockton and others in 1992. Photos 
from major motion pictures have 
also appeared on boxes. Willow was 
on CAP’N CRUNCH in 1988. Robin 
Hood Prince of Thieves, starring 
Kevin Costner was pictured on 
Ralston’s PRINCE OF THIEVES cere- 
al in 1992. THE ADDAMS FAMILY 
cereal featured a photo cover of the 
cast! Ralston used photos of Barbie 
on the front of all BARBIE cereal 
boxes in 1989. 


Then came the foil box! GM intro- 
duced COUNT CHOCULA in a foil 
box in 1994. Later that year they 
released a second foil box featuring a 


wolf. GM put a gold foil logo on the 
front of generic CHEERIOS in 1994, 
and a full foil WHEATIES box fea- 
tured the Superbowl winners of the 
NEL. 


Many of these innovations were 
offered as in-packs long 
before the box 
became the fea- 
ture. In 1992 
Post had a musi- 
cal Sugar Bear 
Christmas orna- 
ment in-pack, 
Using the 
microchip technolo- 
gy, the bear played 
themes when 
squeezed. It would 
not be surprising to 
find musical cereal 
boxes in a few years. 
Lucasfilm will be looking 
for favors from innova- 
tors who offer such gim- 
micks as the R2D2 theme 
on the front of a cereal box when 
you press it! A microchip pad could 
be given out by Nintendo on cereal 
boxes, allowing the kid to plug into 
his Nintendo game and access exclu- 
sive game playing opportunities. We 
may not be far off from the Electric 
Cereal Box.
